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foreword 


Each  year  we  make  a  special  effort  to 
place  this  booklet  in  the  hands  of  inter- 
ested citizens  and  legislators  as  early  in 
the  new  year  as  possible.  We  have  been 
handicapped  in  the  past  because  final  fig- 
ures in  such  areas  as  pupil  population, 
size  of  staff,  and  cost  per  pupil  simply 
were  not  available  as  early  as  we  would 
like  to  have  had  them. 

This  year,  to  meet  the  need  for  the  data, 
we  have  used  preliminary  figures  where 
final  figures  were  not  ready.  Preliminary 
figures,  of  course,  are  subject  to  minor 
modification  later  on,  but  they  will  serve 
the  needs  of  most  people.  Precise  data 
for  all  tables  will  be  at  hand  and  avail- 
able on  inquiry  around  the  end  of  January 
1976.
